REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In the Advisory Action dated July 23, 2010, the Examiner raised two issues regarding 
Applicants' claim amendments. First, the Examiner questioned whether the phrase 
"substantially fills" in amended claim 34 is new matter. Second, the Examiner questions 
whether there is support in the specification for the term "entirely" in amended claim 1. 
Applicants submit that the Specification as filed supports the Amendments previously submitted 
on July 12, 2010. Thus, the Amendments submitted on July 12, 2010 should be entered and the 
pending claims allowed. 

"Substantially fills" is not new matter. 

New claim 34 recites "the main insulating material substantially fills any space between 
said containers containing phase-change material and the flexible outer case." 

As disclosed in the present specification, "the present invention provides a device for 
thermally insulating at least one undersea pipe including a phase-change material. ... The 
insulating device is easy to manufacture, in particular in terms of filling the insulating phase- 
change material in such a manner that eliminates, or at least reduces, any risk of creating voids or 
pockets of gas in the volume to be filled between the pipe and the outer case." (Specification as 
filed at p. 9, 11. 22-32) (emphasis added). Further, "prior to injecting the fluid main insulating 
material 33, the segment is advantageously evacuated so as to avoid leaving any residual pockets 
of gas." (Specification as filed at p. 40, 11. 30-32). The outer case is completely filled with a 
main insulating material 33, and the gaps between the containers 32 and the syntactic shells 34 
are there to make it easier to fill completely all of the residual space inside the case 2. Since the 
outer case 2 is deformable, it can deform without significantly increasing its internal pressure 
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compared with the pressure at the sea bottom. (Specification as filed at p. 37, In. 33 et seq.). It 
is clear from the disclosure that voids in the insulating material should be eliminated or reduced. 
However, it is recognized that some voids or pockets may still be present. 

The word substantially is defined as "to a great or significant extent". 
(htt p://www.oxforddictionaries.eom/view/entry/m_en_usl295389#m enus!295389 ). A copy 
of the definition is attached. Thus, to "substantially fills" means to fill to a great extent, e.g., 
almost completely. 

Claim 34 is drafted to account for any voids or pockets in the main insulating material 
between the containers containing the phase-change material and the flexible outer case. Thus, 
"substantially fills" is supported by the specification and does not constitute new matter. 

The term "entirely" is supported by the specification. 

Amended claim 1 recites, inter alia, "each of the pre-fabricated containers being 
entirely filled with the phase-change material and each of the pre-fabricated containers." The 
Examiner asserts that the term "entirely" is not supported by the present specification. 
Applicants disagree. 

The present specification is replete with examples of the containers being 
"completely filled" with phase change material. (Specification as filed at p. 9, 11. 22-36; p. 13, 
In. 25-p. 14, In. 16; and p. 26, II. 1-9 and 19-21). Further, each of the figures depicts the 
containers being entirely or completely filled with phase change material. 

The word completely is defined in Webster's Revised Unabridged Dictionary as "In a 
complete manner; fully." (http://www.dictionary.net/completely). A copy of the definition is 
attached. Similarly, The word "entirely" is defined in Webster's Revised Unabridged Dictionary 
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as "In an entire manner; wholly; completely; fully." (http://www.dictionary.net/entirely). A 
copy of the definition is attached. The words "entirely" and "completely" are synonyms and 
therefore can be used interchangeably. Thus, claim 1, as amended, is supported by the 
specification as filed. 



Applicants have responded to all of the rejections and objections recited in the Office 
Action and Advisory Action. Reconsideration and a Notice of Allowance for all of the pending 
claims are therefore respectfully requested.
